I have also gquized Mr. Calver as tc what he 
knows about them. He considers that they 
were made for the Greek Rerolutionists some- 
where about 1820 and were never delivered. 
Aceppting this theory, I have come te the 
conclusion that they remained in the stock 
of the manufacturer, say, somewhere in New 
England, and the whole lot were eventually 
sold to some trader and shipréd in a sailing 
vessel for trade purposes to the Pacific Coast. 
I believe that Mr. Schenck concurs in this. 

At the present moment, I cannot find my cor- 
respondence with him, so can. give you no fur- 
ther details, but I am sure he has made a study 
of these pieces.
